B. liolined, the grocerymaji, ba<l a pub- 
lic burning of hia large siocic of cigars 
and tolieciro 

.Mr. Hnlnien, on the 1st of January, 
botitlit ont hi.s partner. O. P. M<:Itob- 
ertjs, becaiisii .MclUibi i ts ■<vr>ul<l nut 
nHTeo til tiiscontiiin • til 's.iieol enio iiii'; 
iti.tl chew iii^ tobacco, I'-laiiii:!^' Il.ero- 
liriii;: part ler as his i'Ook-ki ;i>er and 
general rignt-hisnd man.

('apt. WyK^nt was wen by a Tribune 
repretieutative at^tbe fort last evening. 
Of the battle ot Kan Juan he was at 
first Ttfy reluctant to spesk. "It is 
all like a drssm to roe aaw," he ssid, 
"and a very Uadc one, too. Alter the 
regiment bad formed in that river bed 
and then began that long charge across 
tbe wide field where Col. I.iscum and 
AugBStlBaad Gurney fell, I can scarce 
ly reeaU much of what we did. We 
bad come acrooi ttat fieid at such a 
pace that when we reached the foot 
of the hill, where we were compara- 
tively shattoreii from the Spanish tire, 
I was just about exhausted. There 
were some barbed wire fences there, 
and we bad to clear them away before 
we eonld stove on. I remembOT seeing 
Dodge and Lyon hscUog ok a fence, 
sad I believe I carried ofl^ an armful 
myself. 

''I wanted to form tbe battalion in 
better order there, but we just couldn't 
keep those darkey boys back. They 
wereerasyto get at the top of tbe hill, 
and up we went, our re i ti — t mixed 
inextricably withvoluuteemandotlierB 
of the repuUrs. The way those col- 
ore<i boys fought was wonderful, sim- 
ply wonderful. They neeiled no urg- 
ing ou by the ofiicers, but tliey kept 
right ai the front without wavering or 
flinching a particle. 

CMDKB BBVEnB FIBE. 

"When we swarmed over iiie summit 
of the bill ws were greeted by a severe 
fire from the reserve Spanish Uses on 
s line of hills 800 ysrds nesrei tbe city 
than San Jnan, and we bad to dispose 
our troops in the old Spanish trenches 
and coiu|>el them to lie down to keep 
out of raiiK^e of the Siianiards. It was 
while engaged in this duty ihat Capt. 
Ducat, who bad shown wonderful cour- 
age and doriag daring the eotirie fight, 
was wounded. 

'•We lay thcie in the trenches for 
nearly two weeks and then ou the 
niKht of July 15tli me were ordered to 
Biboney to do duty in the hospitals 
there. 'We marched to Siboney 
throogn tbe biaekeit night I ever jaw. 
Tbe men had to bold each etber'a 
bauds to keep together and we were 
ceustantly getting lost in the cane- 
hnke aad thick ehappoiaL 

HBBOISH AT OIBOHBT. 

"It was at Sibosev that the true 

heroism of our darkey boys showed it- 
self. They were called out to nurse 
tbe sick and do police duty in tbe yel- 
low fever hospitals and when volun- 
teeia were asked lor for this danger- 
ous woric over a hnndrsd meo came 
forward immediately. And they did 
good work there, tliose fellows, and too 
much credit cinuot be. given tliem fur 
it. All of the regiqieut waa on duty 
in tbe boqtitals, squads relieving each 
other at intervals, and although their 
dutiea were diaa gre eable and atdnous 
In the exU'eme, they never faltered, 
never cniiipUined, and were at their 
posts always. They were keft there 
at Silwiuy forty days until August 
20tb, aud of the uOO men in tbe regi- 
ment just twelve escaped the fever or 
malaila." 

CAPT. WVOANT'S QALLAWTBY. 
Capt. Wygniit was himself one of 
the twelve fortuuates. Msj. Markeley 
was tbe only other officer who escsped 
without illness or-wound. Although 
Capt Wygant would say alisolately 
nothing bImhiI his own doPngsin the 
fight and in the lever camps, others 
are not so reticent. .-Ml unite in say- 
in); that his Kollantry wits most ex- 
ceptional. While the reL'n. i • was re- 
forming and taking its posiiix>n on Sen 
J uas's deadly aumm it, Capt. Wygant 
moved about the hill, exposed every 
minute to a very hail of ballets. He
